1  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  perusal  my  report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough  of  Wareham  for  the  year 
ending  Dec  81  1899. 

1  have  made  a  careful  inspection  of  this  Borough  on  several  occasions. 
Several  houses  in  Church  Lane  have  vault-closets  which  were  completely 
out  of  repair  but  they  have  now  been  thoroughly  rexjaired. 

At  the  bottom  of  South  St.  turning  into  Brewery  Lane  there  was  a  foul 
gutter  in  connection  with  two  houses  but  this  has  now  been  attended  to. 
In  Trinity  Lane  1  had  to  order  the  removal  pf  pigs  kept  too  near  a 
dwelling  house. 

a  new  gutter  has  replaced  the  o3d  one  leading  under  the  footpath  leading 


from  brewery  Lane.
